Under most favorable conditions 
the dedication exercises of the Public 
Drinking Fountain were conducted 
by the 
Humane Society Thursday 
evening of last week on the Public 
Square, Bedford. 


The 
attendance was unusually 
large which gave proof of our citi- 
zens' interest in behalf of progressive 
work in the town. 


At the appointed hour, 8 o'clock, 


Rev. 
H. E. Wieand opened the meet- 
ing by remarks in beautiful tribute 
of the Christ-like spirit prompting 
such humanitarian efforts in furnish- 
ing to both man and beast the most 
wholesome beverage for the slaking 
of thirst, cold water. 


At the close ot Rev. Wieand's re- 
marks several spirited choruses were 
sung by members of the Loyal Tem- 
perance Legion Mercy Band who also 
made a dedicatory floral tribute to 
the fountain, placing large and small 
wreatns and single boquets into the 
various apartments of the structure. 


A musical selection by the orches- 
tra, 
under direction 
of Professor 


Koontz., followed this impressive ex- 
ercise, after which Editor O. W. 
Smith of the Inquirer gave a stirring 
address, the speaker emphasizing 
strongly the public spirit of the 
women of Bedford who, when they 
have a thought, put it into action.

Society officers through whose untir- 
ing energy the project was carried to 
completion. The privilege of the bal- 
lot for women was strongly advocat- 
ed, the speaker being convinced that 
improved general conditions would 
result therefrom. 


An offering for Humane Society 
work was taken, after which Rev. J. 
Albert Eyler spoke in his usual hap- 
py and? helpful manner holding his 
audience in rapt attention despite the 
embarrassment due to the failure of 
the electric lights at the time of his 
address. 


An orchestra selection followed, at 
the conclusion of which Pnof. J. An- 
son Wright made the closing address. 
He spoke with power and eloquence 
picturing the highest ideals for pos- 
sible attainment in matters pertain- 
ing to humanitarian efforts and the 
weldirfg of society for great moral 
and social uplift.

were given of silent lessons to be 
taught by the Christian Churches, 
the new Federal Building, the stately 
old Colonial styled Court House, all 
so centrally located, but none will be 
more telling than this beautiful foun- 
tain erected for the relief of the gen- 
erations to follow, "The donors may 
pass out, but the monument to their 
memory will remain.""

Voters Must Be Registered 


By the provisions of a recent act 


of the Legislature all electors must 
be registered in order to vote. The 
Assessors will call on all voters and 
get their political affiliation. In case 
voters are absent when assessors call 
a blank will be left which must be 
filled out and sent to the Assessor. 


Voters are required to name the 
party for the candidates of which they 
intend to vote at the coming primary, 
and the question of the Assessor 
should be "What are your party affili- 
ations?" 
Putting the question "Are 


you a Democrat or Republican" is 
not fair to the Washington, Prohibi- 
tion, Socialist or any other party. 
Stand by your colors. Your register-' 
ing as a member of any party binds 
you to that ticket at the primary 
only; at the general election you cp.n 
vote for whom you please. 
This act has many objectional fea- 


tures, but it is now a law, and we 
urge all Democrats to comply with ft.

knowledge of the code. The letter I 
was used quite often by itself, as was 
the letter A. Besides, when a con- 
versation was ended during the d~ay 
the last words were two, and I was 
not long in interpreting them as "good- 
by." 
This gave me nine letters, or 


a third of the alphabet.

few days I had it all, but it required 
practice to read.

He has further lequested informa- 
tion as to whether it injures hay or 
live stock in the barn, and wishes to 
know the best way to get rid of the 
weevil, after having sustained a loss 
ot twenty per cent, of his grain crop 
with this pest last year.

"You can not well fumigate the en- 


tire barn with either carbon bisulfide 
or hydrocyanic acid gas or any other 
material that will be effective in kill- 
-iag insects. 
A barn can not be 


closed tight enough to be anywhere 
near gas tight or air tight, and in 
such a large building the hydrocyanic 
acid gas would rise quickly to the 
roof, and might kill pigeons and 
sparrows there, but would not be 
held on the floors and in the granar- 
ies where you want it, unless these 
be very tightly lined and with doors, 
so that they could be tightly closed. 
In this event you could fumigate the 
granary bins alone. In any case the 
hydrocyanic acid gas is very expen- 
sive, and if not used in a tight bin or 
room it is ineffective. 
I would not 


attempt to fumigate with any kind of 
material while cattle or other live 
stock are in the barn, although the 
fumingating material will not affect 
the hay, grain or other provisions in 
the building. 


"Carbon bisulfide is a foul smell- 


ing liquid that volatilizes with heavy, 
offensive, inflammable or explosive 
fumes. 
It is used on grain bins, and

Rascally Bill Smith

Foi- the Striped Cucumber Beetle 
The Striped cucumber beetle is 


one of the worst enemies on cucum- 
bers and cantaloupes. 
A grower 


wrote to State Zoologist H. A. Sur- 
face, Harrisburg, and z. 
~^; "What 


can I do for my cucuiLueVs? 
They 


grow all right until they get to be 
six or eight inches high, then there 
is a small white worm gets in its 
work. 
The worms are about one- 


half inch long and have black heads. 
They bore a short way into the roots, 
and when I pull them up I can find 
from two to eight in the root of each 
vine. What is it that lays the eggs 
that causes these worms? 
What 


can I do to keep the Yellow striped 
bug off the vine while it is small?" 


To this Professor Surface replied 


as follows; 


"Beyond any doubt the trouble 


which you so well describe is the lar- 
va of the Striped cucumber beetle, 
which 
attacks 
cucumbers, 
canta- 


loupes, squash and pumpkins in the 
same way. as well as certain other 
vining plants of the same family. 


"The Yellow-striped beetle, on the 


leaves of the vine, of which you make 
inquiry, is the parent of the worms 
feeding-at the-roots. 
Shortly after 


such plants appeal above the ground 
the Yellow striped cucumber beetles 
•commence to feed on the seed leaves 
and on the true leaves 'that follow, 
and go from them to the soil around 
the plant wnere they lay their eggs. 
These soon hatch and tlie grubs or 
worms bore down to the roots and 
there feed, eating away the entire 
surface of the" root. 
When this is 


flon-e the plant wilts suddenly, often 
looking as though it were scalded. 
K it is pulled out the injured root is 
to be seen, but in mmmt cases the 
larva or worm does not come with it. 
However, in carefully digging in ithe 
soH around it ibis little white grub 
can be found, or in some cases it; 
may be in its pupal stage. 
It re- 


mains in the ground a while longer., 
and comes forth as a Yellow-striped 
beetle in its second generation or 
brood for the year, 


"The young from this brood pass 


the winter in tne soil. 
Therefore, 


late fell plowing and eariy spring 
cultivation help to destroy them. 


"The best thing to do is to destroy 


the old beetles hy spraying or dusting 
with an arsenical material, such as 
one ounce of arsenate of lead Jn each 
gallon of water, or one-half ounce of 
Paris green in one gallon of water, 
with a little lime added, or one ounce 
of dry powdered arsenate of lead or 
dry Paris green in forty ounces of 
dust or powdered material ol any 
kind lo dilute it, or sift over the 
plants a mixture of equal parts of to- 
bacco dust, hellebore and insect pow- 
der, being sure to dust this also 
around the roots. 


"After the larva commence to feed 


on the roots one of the best things is 
to 
use 
tobacco 
dust abundantly 


around the plants. 
Hellebore and 


Pyrethrum can be added to this with 
good effect, and it may also be bene- 
ficial to add one-fortieth part of an 
arsenical poison, such as dry arsenate 
of lead or Paris green. A strong to- 
bacco decoction poured into the soil 
around the roots will readily reach 
the larvae and destroy them, but it 
is better to prevent them going down 
into the ground than to be obliged 
to treat them afterwards."

Doubling Human Life. 


In 1866 the public health conditions 


of New York were in so 'ow a state 
:hat the average length of life of the 
Inhabitants was 30 years. 
In 1912 


these conditions of life was 66 years. 
Thus the value of human life, reck- 
oned in terms of time alone, had more 
than doubled in less, than half a cen- 
tury.—Century. 


This story was told me by a retired 


colonel of tbe British army. I do not 
vouch for it. but there are certain fea- 
tures about it that assure me that it is 
not altogether improbable. 


Edgar Oldersbnw, a lieutenant in an 


Irisli regiment, went out to India with 
his command. He was a great favor- 
ite with the Indinn people and min- 
gled witb them as much as if not more 
than with his own countrymen. So 
great was his influence upon them thai 
before he was twenty-five he was giv 
en command of a native battalion. 


Oldersbaw fell in love with a Eura 


slan girl, the daughter of an English 
woman and an Indian nabob. She had 
been brought up under Indian infiu 
ences; but, being of two races, it was 
easy for her to incline to either. Nev- 
ertheless she was more Indian than 
European. 
One thing was certain— 


that she was a very handsome girl 
a fascinating creature, combining Eu 
ropean manners with that peculiar 
mysticism pervading all India. 


Oldershaw married the girl, but 


within a few weeks after the marriage 
began to look pale and thin. The sur- 
geons of the British army could not 
make out what was the matter with 
him. 
He was a man of excellent con- 


stitution, temperate in his habits, and, 
so far as could be detected, each one 
of his organs was in a healthy condi- 
tion. 
Nevertheless he seemed to be 


under the influence of some disease. 


Some of his European friends were 


inclined to believe that his wife was 
holding him untler a spell. But there 
was no evidence of this. Indeed, Mrs. 
Oldershaw seemed to be very much 
attached to her husband and greatly 
troubled about his condition. The only 
reason that his friends had for consid- 
ering her to be a possible cause for 
this condition was that her English 
mother had died a few months after 
the daughter's birth, and her death 
had never been satisfactorily explain- 
ed. 
This was no reason at all. It 


merely indicated that Europeans had 
no faith in Indians. 


• Oldersliaw was a long while ailing 
Some one noticed that whenever he 
was ordered off on some service where 
his wife could not go with him he 
gradually recovered his health and 
that when he returned to her he re- 
lapsed into his former condition. This 
was talked about among Oldershaw's 
army associates, or, rather, their wives, 
but no one had the courage to speak 
of it to the colonel. A friend suggest- 
ed to the invalid's medical adviser to 
bring the matter before him. but the 
surgeon politely declined. 


Colonel Oldershaw lived a year after 


his marriage, then died, having grad- 
ually succumbed to some influence, 
weakness or mental trouble. No one 
could give any definite cause for his 
death. An autopsy was ordered, and 
tests were" made for poison, but with- 
out throwing any light as to the cause 
of his death. 
This exonerated his 


wife, if indeed she needed exoneration, 
for <ev.ery one who knew her intimately 
declared that she siaoerely mourned 
her 'husband and was especially anx- 
ious rehat tbe cause of his strange ill- 
ness should be determined. 


Two years after this the Widow 


Olders'haw married an American, one 
Edmoncl Baxter, a business man of 
Calcutta. No one expected that she 
would king remain single, for she was 
only twenty-one at the time of Older- 
shaw'e death, and besides being beau- 
tiful sb-e was rich. 


A montb after his marriage Baxter 


•went to America on important busi- 
ness, it was said, leaving his wife in 
Calcutta. 
He never returned. 
Of 


course after awhile tongues began to 
wag, people wondering if he might not 
have discovered the secret of his pred 
ecessor's death. 
Be this as it may, 


he remained in America, while his 
wife lived in India. 
No one ever 


heard of any divorce between the two, 
but Mrs. Baxter did not take another 
husband till news came from America, 
nine years after her second marriage, 
that her husband had died of an or- 
dinary disease. 


The widow was still a handsome 


woman, not much over thirty and rich. 
Time had somewhat erased the early 
reports of some malign influence upon 
the men she married. She took a third 
husband, this time an Indian. 
He 


lived six years, when he died a per 
fectly natural death—at least, so read 
the certificate. 


It seems that a young assistant sur- 


geon of a British regiment, hearing of 
the case of Colonel Oldershaw, resolv- 
ed to hunt up an explanation of the 
mystery. How he learned what be did 
would take too long- to tell. When a 
little girl, her mother having died, the 
subject of this story fell to the care of 
a woman who made a poison girl of 
her—that is. sbe gave the child small 
doses of poison, increasing them till 
she could bear to take a large Quan- 
tity and her breath was poisonous to 
anoth'er. 
The outrage had been dis- 


covered and stopped, but not before 
the child had partially become infected. 


Each of the cases pertaining to her 


husbnnds 
wn-= then accounted 
for 


When she btv.-ime the wife of Colonel 
Oldershaw the poison she h:id taken 
was effective. 
When sho married a 


second time it 
hnd largely passed 


away. 
Quite likely, by the time she 


married the Indian it had died out al- 
together. 


That there are persons in India who 


have become poison proof by taking 
small nncl Increasing doses is a 'net, 
but whether they can infect others 1 
do not know.
